DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 3/12/2008 has been entered. 

Status of Claims 

2. Applicant's reply, filed on 3/12/2008, is acknowledged. Current pending claims are 1-4, 
7-12, and 26. Claims 1,11, and 26 are amended. Claims 5-6, 13-25, and 27 are cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's amendments and arguments with respect to the 103 (a) rejection of 1-4, 7-12, 
and 26 are rejected over Jodai et al. (JP 1 1-195635) have been considered. In light of the 
applicant's amendments the rejection is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-4, 7-12, and 26 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Jodai et al. does not 
teach or suggest the fluid supply line connecting to both the radial nozzle array and central 
nozzle to dispense the same rinse fluid.
